A canvas of a report of the students
reveals the fact that only five per cent
of thes students come from what could
e termed wealthy families.
Seventy-five per cent come from
families whose Income 1is less than

hirty-five per cent of the student
body come from families whose in-
come la less than $1,500.

Eighteen per cent come from fam-
{lleze whose income Is from $2,500 to
$7,500.

Ninetaen per cent of the students
arc fatherless and are being sent to
the university by their widowed
mothers.

The Investigation proves further that
fcrty per cent of the familles \aving
sons or daughters in the university
live In rented homes.

Washingten, May 1.—For the want
of binoculars the Titanic was lost. So
testified before the senate investigat-
ing committee Frederick Fleet, cne of
the men in the crow's nest when the
Titanlc struck the huge lceberg which
sent her to the bottom. Fleet de-
clered that had hes the binoculars for
which he had asked !In vain he proba-
bly would have seen the Iceberg n
time to have averted the collision. This
is the one fact Which stands out most
prominently of all in the senate inves-
tigation.

It was Flest and his companion in
the crow’s nest, Leigh, who gave the
only warning of the Iimpending cal-
amity. They sighted the dark bulk
of the iceberg close on their bows
just a few seconds before the collis-
slon came. Fleet sounded three bells
and then telephoned to the brige
where he got prompt.response, and
instantly the bow of the boat shifted
to port.

The warning given a few seconds
before probably would have allowed
time for the Titanig to have turped
aside beyvond the range of the ice-
berg. But the impending danger was
nol seen in time. For the lack of a
pair of blnoculars, worth not more
than $50, sixteen hujdred lives and
millions of property re lost.
